THIRTEEN HOURS OVER 
THE SEA. 

Dr. Dieckmann was detained in Berwick 
Hospital suffering from wounds to the arm 
and head. He was conscious, however, 
and able to tell his experiences to members 
of the hospital staff. The balloon, he 
said, left Dusseldorf, near Cologne, at 
5.30 on, Saturday afternoon. The three men 
flew over Denmark and were reaching the 
Norwegian coast when the wind changed 
and the balloon drifted out over the 
North Sea. 

For thirteen hours they did not see 
land. They began to lost ballast as the 
weather became worse, and gradually they 
descended until the balloon was just 
kissing the surface of the waves. 

At last land was sighted. The 


balloonists knew they must be approaching: 


but had no idea of their

position. 
‘We never thought that we should cover 
the last few hundred yards between us and 


safety,” Dr. Dieckmann said. ‘ It seemed 
inevitable that we should be forced into 
the water. By desperate efforts we managed 
to bring the balloon to land,” 
It is understood that the three men are 
experienced balloonists. 


DIPPED INTO THE WATER. 


In an interview Herr Baume said: “ We 
were one of six balloons taking part in a 
private balloon long-distance flight. 

‘We set out at five o'clock on Saturday 
night from Dusseldorf, and about eleven 
o’clock we lost trace of the other balloons, 
and thought we were heading for the 
Norwegian coast. 

“ During the night we came down in the 
sea, and had to throw out ballast and all 
our equipment. 

‘‘ Fortunately, the wind was swift enough 
for us to make good speed towards the 
English coast, but at one time we gave 
up all hope of reaching it. 

“We were very pleased when the coast 
came in sight, and we knew there was a 
ray of hope. 

‘Twice we-dipped into the water. off 
Berwick Pier, and then struck the sea just 
at Spittal Beach. 

“Tt was Dieckmann who was injured 
when the balloon tore among the park 
railings. He has done 130 balloon trips. 

‘“ Unfortunately, we are disqualified, as 
we crossed the coast. We certainly had a 
miraculous escape, and. are lucky to be 
alive. We have been greatly impressed 
with the reception given us.” 

The injured man is expected to be in the 
Berwick Infirmary for several days.. 


SIGHTED BY SHIP, 


A message received by the Air Ministry 
from an American ship which had sighted 
the balloon was the first intimation re- 
ceived in this country that it was approach- 
ing the coast. The Ministry imme- 
diately had a wireless message broadcast 
asking ships to keep a look-out. The 
Admiralty were also-informed in case it 
should be necessary to send out rescue 
craft. 

Mr. A. Graham, the proprietor of the 
Roxburgh Hotel, probably saved the 
balloonists from death by his prompt 
action in rushing to the beach, seizing the 
drag rope and tying the end to a pillar on 
the promenade. Guests of the hotel, who 
had followed him, at once joined him in 
dragging the balloon on to the’ beach and | 
prevented it from crashing into the wall of 
the hotel. 

‘ About thirty of us were dragging on 
the rope,” Mr. Graham said to a Press 
Association reporter, “and I think we 
must have saved the men: from death, as 
they were being driven at a good speed by 
a heavy wind, and but for our assistance 
would have crashed into the hotel wall. 


“ Unfortunately, we could not ground 
the balloon on the beach, and it baled | 
the promenade wall, and so threw Dr. 
Dieckmann from the basket.”’ 

When over the sea the balloonists 


realised they had little chance of reaching 


land in safety. They threw out all their 
available ballast and even personal belong- 
in the hope that the balloon would 


rise sufficiently to carry them to safety. 
When they grounded they had only the 
clothes they were wearing and their field 
vlasses, which they had kept in the hope 
of sighting land or a passing ship. ‘One 
other thing—@ bottle of champagne, which 
they vould not bring ‘themselves to 
abandon—was till unbroken after the 
crash. : 
The two uninjared balloonists intend to 
travel to Neweastl® and leave for Hamburg 
this morning.

TO EXPIRE THIS WEEK. 


By Our Powirica. CORRESPONDENT: 
Secret juries and the principle of a 
majority verdict where jurors have failed 
to agree will go out of existence in the 
Free State at the end of this week with 
the expiry of the Jurors Act, 1929. 

This Act, under which the public were 
éxcluded from Court while juries were 
being empanelled, and newspapers were 
precluded from giving jurors’ names, Was 
passed by the Oireachtas in order to 
protect jurors from terrorism, and was 4 
sequel to the murder of jurors. The Act 
was operative only until September, 1935, 
and Fianna Fail, who were hostile when 
it was introduced, have no intention of 
renewing if. 

Special legislation may. be expected in 
the near future, however, to bring about 
a reversion to the majority verdicts prin- 
ciple, which was generally welcomed by 
the legal profession. Until that is done, 
failure to secure a majority verdict will 
necessitate a re-trial.

REFUSAL TO EAT.

Van der Lubbe was 
consistently refusing to eat, although he 
was given the same food as the other 
prisoners. ;

TEARS. 


At the opening of the session also Dr.

DEATH SENTENCE. 


A communication from the Bulgarian 
Legation in Berlin was then read, in- 
dicating that Dimitroff was sentenced to 
life-long penal servitude for participation 
in the insurrection of 1923, and later to 
death for leading an armed band into 
Bulgaria. 

A dramatic outburst by Dimitroff caused 
a.sensation when, with much gesticula- 
tión, hé protested that herhad not been | 
allowed proper counsel. He had sub:

A lively exchange between Dimitroff and 
the President was followed by the audience 
with close attention. 


EXCITED PRISONER. 


Dimitroff was asked why he had had two 
dwelling places in Berlin, and: he ex- 
plained that one was to work in and the 
other to live in. On repeated questionings 
from the President, Dimitros ot more 
and more excited, protesting: ' It is quite 
simple, It is just as Í told you.” 

There was a long and lively exchange 
regarding the fact that Dimitroff lived in 
Berlin at various addresses and under 
various names, and using somebody else’s 
wear which, he said, he got from a

PROTESTS, 


Dimitroff kept on protesting, in the 
manner of an orator before an audience, 
that two thousand innocent Bulgarians 
had been put to death by the Bulgarian 
Government, 

The President eventually remarked that 
he could nct prove it, whereupon Dimitroff 
flared up. 

“Of course, I could not prove it. I was 
not allowed a proper counsel to prepare 
my case I submitted a list of eight 
names, all of which were rejected.’’ 

The President said that there were laga! 
reasons for their rejection. 

Dimitroff indicated that he did not want 
to be defended by Dr. Teichert, counsel 
assigned to him, and his two compatriots, 
by the Court. 

“I didn’t. choose him,” he declared ; ‘' I 
will defend myself.”’ 


IMPERTINENT., 


“ You are altogether too impertinent,”’ 
said the President, sharply, on one 
occasion.  “ You were inipertinent, too, 
before the investigating judge.’’

THE NATIONAL SITUATION. 


Mr. Cosgrave, who was given a most 
enthusiastic reception—the cheering lasting 
for several minutes—said that they had 
together three organisations, which up to a 
few weeks ago were pursuing their own 
ends and ideals, working according to their 
lights in the best interests of the country ; 
but,. seeing what the national situation 
was, and realising the importance of 
putting country before party, they 
had subordinated the personal interests 
of their leaders and followers, 
and united in one great effort to restore 
to this country sound and impartial govern- 
ment, to restore its markets, and to re- 
build its prosperity in the interests of all 
the people.

It is believed here that British and 
American warships may co-operate in safe- 
guarding the interests of their nationals, 
should the necessity arise. : 

Six British families were in danger at 
Cayo and Mambi, and an American gun 
boat has been rushed there, and wi!l 
remain until all danger passes. 


JOINT NAVAL ACTION, 


A British light cruiser is understood uo 
be within call should the menace to British 
lives become more serious, and it is 
presumed that she could act jointly with 
the American naval forces in such a con- 
tingency. ; | 

The United States destroyer Hamilton is 
preparing to take aboard sixteen British 
nationals and Americans at Tanamo sugar 
mills, in the North Oriente district, where 
they are virtually held prisoners in thei 
own homes by strikers. The group includ 
three women and five children. 

United States officials are negotiating 

with. the strikers for the release of tha 
Pink geri who are facing a food shortage, 
and have no milk for the children, | 
_ The strikers are threatening to cut off 
the water supply. 
_ Mr. Plewelyn Hughes and the six other 
Britons who are isolated with him in the 
beleaguered sugar mill at Soledad are still 
safe, despite the alarming threats made by 
mobs of strikers, who have now declared 
a fourteen days’ truce. | 

The Cuban Government has promised 
to arrange matters for the loading of 
sugar peacefully. 


RED CROSS EQUIPMENT. 


Strikers at Havana wharves refuse to 
allow food and other supplies for the 
cyclone-stricken areas, including Red 
Cross equipment, to be landed. 

The oil workers’ strike is expected to 
affect the United Railways of Havana, a 
British company, next week. Labour 
troubles also are brewing, and an out- 
break is expected on Tuesday which may 
completely paralyse the traffic on the line.

President’ Roosevelt has ordered a 
speeding-up of the negotiations for the 
signing of the retai] code, which still is 
held up. The obstacle to its signing is 
difference of opinion over price-control. 
Pleas and protests on the price-control 
question are deluging the National 
Recovery Adminstration. 

The Committee of the Dearborn branch 
of the National Recovery Administration 
will to-morrow consider complaints 
alleging that Mr. Henry Ford has been 
violating the National Recovery Act code. 


RELIEF SCHEMES, 


At the same time preparations for the 
winter are being made: The Relicf 
Administration has ordered those tempo- 
rarily unemployed to go to concentration 
centres this winter. Half a million bales 
of cotton and 40,000,000 bushels of wheat 
will be purchased by the Government to 
be turned over to the Red Cross organisa- 
tion for the benefit of the unemployed. 

The strike of 9,000 lorry arivers at 
Philadelphia, as a result of which the 
city feared a food shortage, has now been 
settled. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, again has 
pleaded for controlled inflation to raise 
commodity prices and the purchasing 
power of the farmers. 

“The agricultural administration, in 
the matter of raising prices, cannot keep 
pace with the National Recovery Act,” ha 
declared. He added that 5,500,000,000 
dollars were still frozen in closed banks. 


THE BANKS. 


Meanwhile an official has indicated that 
the Federal Reserve banks do not intend to 
increase their present rate of open market 
purchases, or Government Bonds, in an 
effort to encourage banks to lend more 
liberally to industry, as this attempt has 
proved distinctly disappointing. In recent 
weeks the Federal Reserve has been buying 
these securities at the rate of atout 
35,000,000 dollars a week, thus increasing 
the reserves at the disposal of the com- 
merical banks which would be available for 
lending. : 

The banks, however, have shown no 
indication to pass the money to industry, 
For this they have been severely criticised 


THE ATTITUDE, 


The bankers retort that they would he 
only too glad to put their surplus funds io 
work at interest, but that sound borrowers 
are scarce, and that they cannot — 
with their depositors’ money by lending to 
firms of doubtful financial standing. 

Under President Hoover this experiment 
of open market purchases by the Federal 
Reserve banks was tried on a much larger 
scale, more than £200,000,000 being pumped 
into the banks by this method, but the 
policy was stopped when it failed to cause 
any expansion of bank credit to industry.

Bank 
deposits alone are estimated to have de- 
clined by about 15,000,000 dollars 
(£3,000,000 at par), owing to thousands of 
bank failures and *‘ freezings,’’ while total 
industrial pay-rolls have fallen by an even 
greater total. oe

T is the intention of the newly- 
consolidated Opposition to demand an 
early opportunity for discussion in the 
Dail on recent events in the Free State. 
On Saturday last I indicated some of the 
reasons which make such a discussion in- 
evitable. There are several specific mat- 
ters which clamour for such a debate, but 
it seems that the Opposition propose to 
concentrate on the uses which the 
Government have made of the Constitu- 
ticn (Amendment 17) Act, otherwise 
known as the Public Safety Act. This 
is, probably, well advised, since it will 


recent events upon which it is eminently 
desirable that a straight vote should be 
taken. The motion will in that respect 
differ from that moved in the Senate on 
the 22nd August by Sir John Keane. This 
was so worded as to permit unlimited 
survey. of “ the recent actions of the 
Executive Council purporting to be for 
the preservation of the public peace and 
order ’’ which the Senate was asked to 
say “ have not been justified.’’ The de- 
bate was, as might be expected, discur 
sive, but in the result inconclusive, since 
no vote was called for. 

While the Senate debate was a valu- 
able contribution to the public knowledge 
of events, it is, perhaps, more appropriate 
that to the Dail should be left the ex- 

ression of a definite decision, the Dail 
Shing more directly the mouthpiece of 


the people. 
VOTE OF NO CONFIDENCE. 


As announced by General O'Duffy in 
his speech at» Limerick on Saturday, the 
United Ireland Party will move a vote 
of no confidence in the Government in 
respect of its use of the Safety Act, or, 
as he described it, “ the Coercion Act ”’ ; 
and it will be the duty of the Govern- 
ment to defend the bringing into opera- 
tion of that Act, which it had put out 
of action with such a flourish on coming 
into office. Both the Fianna Fail Party 
and the Labour Party strenuously 
opposed the passage of that Act when in- 
troduced in 1931 by Mr. Cosgrave. As 
was pointed out in the Senate debate 
when the bill was introduced by the then 
President, he recited a long list of out- 
rages, ‘murders and crimes of all kinds 


which were bringing the State to 
a condition of anarchy, and with 
which the powers of the Govern- 
ment were unable to _ cope. It 
was in such circumstances that the 


Fianna Fail and Labour Parties resisted 
the proposal.. General O’ Duffy apparently 
thinks that the rank and file of the 
Government Party will have no difficulty 
in forgetting their previous protestations, 
but whether the members of the Labour 
Party will be equally forgetful he appears 
to have some doubts. Anyway, they will 
get the opportunity to declare their 

“form.” 
The full extent of the recent pact 
between the Government and the Mata

Norton, the leader of this group in the 


attitude towards the Safety Act, which is 
as complete as the Government could wish. 
There is hardly any doubt that he will 
carry other members of the group with 
him. But jt is equally certain that at 
least two, or probably three, will definitely 
refuse to accompany him in the Govern- 
ment lobby. I understand that, so far, 
the party in the Dail has not taken any 
definite party decision on the matter, but 
it will probably do so at a meeting to be 
held on Wednesday morning before the 
Dail meets. : 

It will be remembered that Senator 
Johnson, in the recent Senate debate, 
showed his own attitude very definitely, 
but it is also significant that no other 
member of the Labour Party in the Senate 
spoke on that occasion. ~ 


THE “CUTS” BILL. 


There is still no definite information «&s 
to what the Government propose to do 
with regard to the bill redueing the 
salaries and wages of civil servants and 
teachers. The action of the Senate in 
amending the bill so as to exclude the 
Civic Guards from the operation of the 
‘‘ cut ’’ means that this amendment must 
now come back to the Dail for the decision 
of that House, It will probably be on the 
Order Paper of the Dail on Wednesday. 
If the Government desire to secure the 
remainder of the bill, which includes the 
reduction of the salaries of civil servants 
and teachers, it will have to accept the 
Senate’s amendment exempting the Civic 
Guards. If it does not do this, the entire 
bill may be held up for eighteen months. 


FISHING RIGHTS. 


The Land Bill is also in the position 
that about ten amendments have been 
inserted by the Senate against the votes 
of the Government supporters, Among 
these is the new Section 34, concerning 
fishing rights, which was introduced by 
The MacGillycuddy to replace another 
which had been inserted on the Report 
stage in the Dail. This amendment has 
excited a great deal of interest among 
those interested in fishing and sporting 
rights generally, and it was noticed that 
it had the support of all the Labour 
members of the Senate. It was not put 
to a vote, but four Fianna Fail Senators 
were taken as dissenting. The amendment 
will, it is expected, lead to an important 
debate when it is returned to the Senate.

AIRCRAFT BOMB 

BATTLESHIPS. 


THRILLING PAGEANT 
IN NORTH SEA. 


TORPEDOES ON THE 
TARGETS. 


- 


H.M.S. RENOWN, CROMARTY 
FIRTH, Sunday. 


HIPS of the Home Fleet reached their 
anchorage in Cromarty Firth early 
to-day, having provided pilots and crews 
of nearly one hundred Royal Air Force 
'planes with one of the finest outings of 
their lives. 

For four hours yesterday the battle- 
cruiser Renown, flying the flag of Rear- 
Admiral James; the great battleships 
Warspite and Malaya, and the cruisers 
York and Leander, steamed slowly in tha 
North Sea offering themselves as patient, 
unresisting targets to the furious onslaughts 
of high-speed bombers and powerful torpedo 
aircraft. | 

The ships were badly shot up. The 
Warspite, which still carries scars 0 
Jutland, was hit by six aerial torpedoes, 
and Malaya, another ship which suffered 
at Jutland, by one. Of the bie ships, the 
Renown alone escaped the torpedoes, though 
her decks were thoroughly bombed, Neither 
cruisers nor destroyers escaped the fury of 
the aircraft, but the Fleet is not troubled ; 
officers and men enjoyed the fine spectacle 
of potential destruction quite as much as 
the flying men who created it. The exercise 
gave excellent practice to the crews of the 
anti-aircraft armaments and thrilling 
entertainment to those who were not en- 
gaged in shooting down enemy aircraft. 

The action was conceived primarily to 
experience land pilots in sea reconnaissance 
and ship recognition, and to exercise ships’ 
companies in some aspects of aircraft 
attack. Tactical considerations were 
throughout sacrificed to instructional con- 
siderations, and so from the naval stand- 
point the battle was quite unreal, and 
bore no relation whatever to the contro- 
versial issue concerning the vulnerability 
or otherwise of big ships to aircraft attack. 

Had this not been so the flec* would not 
have approached in full daylight and at 
slow speed to bombard an enemy coast 
known to be alive with aircraft. Rather 
would it have meant a swift advance under 
cover of darkness, a devastating bombard- 
ment at dawn, and a rapid retirement of 
the ships scattered over a wide area. 
Instead of the battleships’ anti-aircraft 
guns remaining silent they would have met 
the air attack with gunnery of a kind 
which was never known to attacking 
‘planes during the war. So to-day the 
Navy feels disposed to congratulate the 
Air Force upon a first-class show, but to 
ald that the Navy was not really playing. 


THE RENOWN’S ESCAPE. 


The attacking planes were quickly off 
the mark when the last phase of the battle 
commenced. The first offensive was 
launched against the battleships imme- 
diately they had entered the zone within 
which it was assumed that land based 
"planes could operate. The first attacks 


were not too good. Bombers attacked in. 


close formation, presenting in the clear 
light such a target that heavy casualties 
could fairly be claimed by the ships’ 
gunners. The attack by the torpedo 
bombers, however, was a different matter, 
with the exception, perhaps, of an im- 
perfect approach. The exercise craft 
dived from a height at the Renown, which 
was leading the line of three capital ships, 
but by a quick-turning movement she 
threw the ’planes off the mark and escaped 
the torpedoes. 

Not so Warspite, which failed to turn 
and was hit by six torpedoes, while the 
Malaya astern received the seventh to 
reach the mark. Fast upon the wings of 
the torpedo craft came the high-speed 
bombers, whose cruising speed is 118 miles 
an hour. They were handicapped by visi- 
bility, as there were no clouds to hide their 
approach, but they thrilled all who 
watched them. From a great height they 
dived steeply to the attack at a speed of 


-between two and three hundred miles an 


hour. As the bows of the leading ship 
neared them they flattened out, and 


| scarcely two hundred feet above the main- 


mast soared along the ship’s length, firin 

Verey lights to indicate the dropping o 
bombs, then banking steeply they flew 
away into the blue. 

‘They provided, perhaps, the most con- 
vincing example of the possible menace 
which aircraft hold for the Navy ; for, quite 
apart from the potential destructiveness of 
five hundred pound bombs upon heavily 
armoured ships, the moral effect of such 
attacks cannot be discounted, 


ATTACK BY FIFTY ’PLANES, 


Again and again the bombers returned 
to the attack, and the battleships twisted 
and turned to escape them. It was rather 
like a Hendon pageant in the North Sea. 
At the most concentrate’ phase of the air- 
craft attack about fifty ’planes could ba 
seen at one time. Then a lull set-in, and 
the ships received only spasmodic visita- 
tions by the bombers. ! 

Meanwhile the fleet was approaching its 
objective—the enemy base at Elie—which 
it was to bombard. Ships’ companies were 
at action stations, and the long fifteen- 
inch guns of the Renown were trained 
menacingly ón the target faintly seen ten 
miles away. No guns were fired, but as 
the ships approached their bombarding 
positions, the ‘planes came again with a 
final burst of fury. 

The torpedo craft appeared to make War- 
spite the centre of their attack, It seemeél 
that they were intent to bag at least orfe-big 
ship, for ’plane after 'plane flattened oy 
to drop their torpedoes at close range 16 
her. 

If the battleships’ guns’ had been loaded, 


and if the fleet had survived the air attacks, | 


the enemy base at Elie would have been 
reduced to ruins, So their jobs done, the 
battleships put out to sea and the airmen 
flew home. 3

LABOUR TO DRAFT 
AMENDMENTS.

That the Sub-Committee of the National 
Executive of the Irish Trade Union Congress 
and Administrative Council of the Irish 
Labour Party, which is regarded by Labour 
as being mainly responsible for the introduc- 
tion of the Unemployment Assistance Bill by 
the Government, will hold further meetings 
and will seek improvements in the bill as 
it passes through the Oireachtas, was the 
statement of Mr. Eamon Lynch, Secretary 
lrish Trade Union Congress, on Saturday, 

Discussing the bill, Mr. Lynch said that 
the principle was welcome. He went on to 
gtate that as far back as the Waterford annual 
meeting of the Irish Trade Union Congress in 
1931, and, indeed, for many years before, the 
Labour movement has been advocating the 
peg which are contained in this new 

ill. In that year a resolution was passed 
by the Congress demanding work or adequate 
maintenance for thé unemployad workers and 
their dependents. At Cork a year later the 
same body passed a resolution which went 
further. - This resolution, while demanding 
work or adequate maintenance for the unem- 
ployed, pointed out that such temporary ex- 
pedients were wholly inadequate, and ,. aimed 
that nothing short of a national reconstruc 
tion scheme could rescue the country from its 
economic difficulties. It demanded the 
setting up of a National Economic Council to 
plan the reorganisation of the industrial, 
economic, social and financial affairs and re- 
sourees of the nation for the nation, and to 
secure that the economic programme of the 
First Dail would be put into operation as an 
essential element of such national reconstruc 
tion. 

Following the passing of this rex ‘ution a 
joint sub-committee of the Trades Union 
Council and the Lahour Party, consisting of 
Messrs. William Norton, T.D.; Sean Camp- 
bell, then chairman, T.U.C.; William O’Brien, 
chairman, Irish Labour Party; T. Kennedy, 

. Lynch, secretary, T.U.C., and Senators 
T. Farren and M. Duffy, was set up to draft 
a memorandum, which was later (March 
Slat) submitted to President de Valera. 

This memorandum provided for the creation 
of a fund to be financed out of the Central 
Fund, with an agreed contribution from the 
local authorities, such contribution not to 
exceed the amount at present being paid by 
such local authority for the relief of able- 
bodied persons. 

Persons who would have claims on this 
fund were those whose rights to draw insur- 
ance benefit had been exhausted or those 
who were not in insurable occupations, such 
as domestic servants, agricultural labourers, 
etc, 

The committee met Mr. de Valera on the 
26th April last and mace their case. It is 
the opinion of the Labour movement that this 
case impressed the Fresident to such a degree 
that the present measure was introduced, 

In Mr. Lynch’s opinion, the principle of 
the bill, which permanently recognises the 
right of the unemployed to maintenance, is 
welcome; but the provisions must be con- 
sidered to be inadequate. He believes that 
to make the bill more acceptable it should 
be followed up along the hues suggested in 
the Trades Union Council resolution passed 
at Cork. 

This resolution, he said, means, in short, 
the application to the country of the economic 
programme of the first Dail.

DUBLIN 'BUSMEN 
SATISFIED.

STRIKE NOTICES 
WITHDRAWN. 


A mass meeting of Dublin *busmen, mem 
bers of the Amalgamated Transport a: 
General Workers’ Union, held at midnight “h 
Saturday, accepted unanimously _ the 
arrangements made by the Union with the 
Dubiin United Tramway Company, the Gene- 
ral Omnibus Company, and the smaller con- 
cerns operating in Dublin City and district 
regarding the ‘'spreadover’’ of the eight- 
hour working day under the Road Traffic 
regulations which again come into operation 
to-day. : 

These arrangements provide in all cases for 
a ‘‘spreadover’’ which does not exceed ten 
hours. In future the General Omnibus Com- 
paay s 'spreadover ” will be nine hours, and 
the average “ spreadover’’ for Dublin United 
Tramway employés eight hours, forty 
minutes. On each line there will be a small 
number of special cars which will have a 
slightly longer ‘‘ spreadover.’’ 

The strike notices decided upon by the men 
some sixteen days ago have now Leen with- 
drawn.
